WEINBERGER SPEAKS IN TOKYO ON U.S. ASIA POLICY

[Text] Tokyo, 26 March (XINHUA)--U.S. Secretary of Defence Caspar Weinberger 
today stressed the importance or Japan in U.S. foreign policy and called for 
increased military spending hy Japan durirg an address to Japan's National 
Press Club in Tokyo. 


Weinberger said, "there are six pillars of America's Asian policy that support 
Asian-U.S. relations.” Those "pillars" are: 


--The United States remaining a Pacific power. 
--The Japanese-U.S. defense partnership. 


--The dedication of the United States to freedom and independence on the 
Korean peninsula. 


--The increasing rapprochement of the People's Republic of China with the United 
States and its allies in support of global peace and regional stability. 


--U.S. support for the Association of Southeast Asian Nations. 
--The relationship between the United States and Southeast Asia. 


Weinberger said Japan has become one of the most important allies of the United 
States, pointing out that "Japan's economy has virtually equalled that of the 
Soviet Union." 


"Yet, Japanese forces today have not yet reached the point of being able to 
carry out their constitutional missions fully," he said. 

Weinberger urged Japan to increase its defense spending and to provide "sea 
and air defense in the Northwest Pacific.” 


Japan's military budget for fiscal year 1982 increased by 7.75 percent over 
the previous year but below 1 percent of its gross national product. 








Weinberger said the Soviet threat to Asia is extremely serious and warned a 
"challenge is becoming more clearly recognized." Weinberger stressed that 
"the United States has no imperialistic ambitions" and "seeks no domination." 


"Weinberger also has held talks with the director general of Japan's Defence 
Agency, Soichiro Itc, today. He reportedly expressed his hope that Japan 
would consolidate and strengthen its defence forces. 





Weinberger arrived here Thursday night to hold consultations with Japanese 
military leaders. 


The 4-day visit is Weinberger's first to Japan as Defence Secretary. The con- 
sultations are scheduled for Saturday.

SUZUKI, WEINBERGER DISCUSS DEFENSE, OTHER ISSUES

[Text] Tokyo, 27 March (XINHUA)--Japanese Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki met 
here today with U.S. Secretary of Defence Caspar Weinberger on Japan-U.S. 
relations and other issues. 


During the meeting, Suzuki told Weinberger that he hoped the United States 
would pay attention to the unity of Western countries, adding that Japan would 
continue to cooperate with the United States in applying economic sanctions 
against the Soviet Union on the Afghan and Polidalrrgrs. Referring to the 
Japan-U.S. trade friction, Suzuki said that efforts should be made to solve it 
through negotiations rather than turn it into a political issue. 


Suzuki assured Weinberger that Japan would soon draw a conclusion on Japan- 
U.S. military technical cooperation as asked by the United States. Their 
talks also involved U.S.-China relations. 


Weinberger paid a high tribute to the increase of Japan's 192 defence budget 
by 7.75 percent and asked Japan to further strengthen its defence capability. 
He hoped that Japan would work out detailed plans for naval and air defence and 
for the protection of its 1,000-nautical-mile transportation line. 


Director General Soichiro Ito of the Defence Agency today held a Japan-U.S. 
defence ministers’ regular consultation with Weinberger on the current inter- 


national military situation and Japan-U.S. military cooperation. 


Weinberger also called on Foreign Minister Yoshio Sakurauchi today.

JAPAN'S SAKURAUHI, U.S. LEADERS END TALKS

[Text] Washington 23 March (XINHUA)--Japanese Foreign Minister Yoshio 
Sakurauchi's 2-day talks with U.S. leaders, which ended here today, showed 

that the economic conflict between the two countries is affecting their 
cooperative relations and no progress in this respect is expected to be achiev- 
ed in the near future. 


During his first visit to Washington as foreign minister of Japan, Sakurauchi 
met with President Reagan and held talks with Secretary of State Ha‘g and some 
other secretaries of the federal departments. According to senior Japanese 

and U.S. officials who briefed the press, the two sides spent considerable time 
on discussion of their trade relations. Other subjects touched included East- 
West relations, Middle East, Central America as well as defense issues concern- 
ing the two countries. 


The major objective of Sakurauchi's current visit was to try to defuse trade- 
war threats and "forge a new political climate" between the United States and 
Japan. The two countries do face increasing frictions in their trade relations, 
in the context of an increasingly troubled Western economy. Japanese exports 

to the United States last year increased by 23 percent, leaving an 18 billion 
dollars deficit for the United States. some Americans think it could go over 

20 billion dollars this year. 


Japan's trade surplus has now become a hot political issue between the two 
countries. Both the U.S. Congress and the administration have been exerting 
strong pressure on Japan to open its markets wider to U.S. goods or to face 
the enactment of protectionist legislation. To avert a showdown, the Japanese 
Government recently announced that 67 trade barriers would be lowered, as office 
of trade ombudsman established to handle complaints from the United States and 
other Western countries and that it has even launched a minor "import drive." 
These measures have so far failed to impress the United States. The adminis- 
tration renewed last week its demands that Japan take more "dramatic" steps 
before the seven Western industrialized nations’ summit to be held in June 

in Paris. 


In his talks with U.S. leaders, Sakurauchi told them that Japan will make "the 
utmost effort to solve the questions to trade imbalances," but he offered no 





specific steps to this end. He refused to set a dead-line for meeting the U.S. 
demands. Instead, Sakurauchi said in a public speech at the end of his visit 
this evening: records show tnat Japan has been opening up its market, and I 

do not believe that a particularly large number of barriers remain in such 
areas as tariffs. I cannot agree with the view that United States’ trade 
deficit with our country is caused primarily by the ‘closeness’ of Japan's 
market." He stressed the trade problems between the two countries are “in fact 
due to lack of efforts" from the U.S. side. 


However, in their talks, both sides expressed the willingness not to allow the 
trade issue to harm their political and defense cooperation. Sakurauchi noted 
the close ties between the United States and Japan "must be even further 
strengthened today, when the world faces a host of challenges." He assured the 
United States that Japan will play "a key role" in the unity and cooperation 
with the United States and other Western countries. President Reagan, a senior 
U.S. official said, described Japanese defense efforts as important in dealing 
with the Soviet Union.

BEIJING EXAMINES U.S. INTEREST RATE POLICY

[Commentary from "International Current Events" program: ‘‘The United States' 
High Interest Rate Policy is Under Sharp Attack at Home and Abroad" ] 


[Text] The contradictions and conflicts among Western capitalist countries 
have become further intensified at a time when these countries are gripped by 
a general eccnomic recession. In the United States, debates over the Reagan 
administration's existing economic policy have surfaced in the press and among 
political circles as they seek a way out of the economic crisis. The sharp 
attacks at home ani abroad on the high interest rates charged by U.S. Govern- 
ment and commercial banks is a prominent example of these contradictions, 
conflicts and debates. 


In a meeting in mid-February of this year, EEC finance ministers expressed 
their concern over the serious effect of high U.S. interest rates on Western 
economies and demanded U.S. Covernment intervention to lower the interest 
rates. In late February, French President Mitterrand and West Cerman chancellor 
Schmidt held talks in Paris. One of their central topics was how to deal with 
the United States' high interest rate policy. In mid-Marcl., British Prime 
Minister Thatcher and West German Chancellor Schmidt held talks in (Chicks), 
northwest of London. The two sides discussed ways to persuade the United 
States to lower its interest rates. At the same time, government leaders, 
cabinet ministers and economic figures of West Europe and Japan visited the 
United States to hold consultations and ask it to lower interest rates and 
adopt a coordinated economic policy. 





On 12 March, French President Mitterrand paid a blitz visit to the United 
States. Mitterrand told President Reagan that France is unhappy over the harm 
done to the West European economy by high U.S. interest rates and urged the 
United States to reduce its financial deficits and change its monetary policy. 


In the United States, a fierce debate over the question of high interest rates 
has been going on since early this year. President Reagan, Treasury Secretary 
Regan and a number of influent: i congressmen and senators jointly criticized 
U.S. Federal Reserve Board Chairman Volcker, saying that he was not managing 
finances the way he should. They charged that Volcher's financial policy had 
placed obstacles in the way of the Reagan administration's economic rehabili- 








tation plan and tried to blame high interest rates for the current economic 
crisis. Volcker and his supporters on Wall Street immediately rebutted these 
charges, saying that his tight credit and money policy had already played a 
positive role in curbing inflation. They maintained that the high interest 
rates were not caused by the Federal Reserve Board but by the short money 
supply resulting from huge government budget deficits ana borrowings. In 
other words, they said that President Reagan and Secretary Regan should re- 
examine their fiscal policy. 


It is not strange that the United States' high interest policy is meeting 
with strong opposition at home and abroad because the continuous rise of 
interest rates has harmed the U.S. economy and has had an adverse effect on 
the economies of the Western allies. 


In the 1970's, interest rates at U.S. banks averaged about 6 percent. Although 
there were some fluctuations, they were not large. As a result, people were 
willing to borrow money from banks to make investments. This stimulated the 
development of production. 


In the past 2 years, things have drastically changed. Interest rates have 
climbed continuously and stayed at the high level of 15 percent. In both 
1980 and 1981, interest rates surpassed 20 percent, a record figure. This 
means that interest paid for loans today is 2 or 3 times as much as 3 or 4 
years ago. Thus, in an economic recession, people do not dare to rashly 
borrow money from the bank to develop production. Businessmen who have funds 
at their disposal place them in money markets to benefit from the extremely 
high interest rates rather than make long term investments in production. 
This weakens the driving force for economic development. 


Since July 1981, U.S. industry has declined sharply, ushering in a new economic 
recession. At the same time, the upsurge in interest rates has increased the 
consumer's burden. In the United States, merchandise, especially durable 
goods such as cars and houses, is usually purchased by installment plans or 
mortgage loans. The increase in interest rates has forced consumers to 

stop or postpone their purchases of durable consumer goods. In the past 2 
years, automobile sales in the United States, especially the high-priced, 
high-class sedans, have declined sharply. House sales have also greatly de- 
creased. The slump of the automobile and housing industries has led to a 
general economic recession. 


(he United States' high interest rate policy has also had a great impact on 
its Western allies. Because interest rates are higher in the United States 
than in those countries, currency in those countries is exchanged into U.S. 
dollars and deposited in U.S. banks. As a result, the U.S. dollar has been 
strengthened. During the last year, the value of the U.S. dollar against 
other Western currencies has continued to rise. To stabilize their currencies 
and attract international capital, West European countries and Japan are 
forced to raise their interest rates and slow their economic development. 
Therefore, they have accused the United States of trying to shift the misfor- 
tune onto them and drag them into the mire by maintaining high interest rates. 








If high U.S. interest rates have such undesirable effects at home and abroad, 
why is the United States reluctant to change this fiscal policy? To answer 
this question it is necessary to examine the Reagan administration's basic 
economic policy. During recent decades, guided by Keynesian economic theory, 
the United States increased government spending and money circulation to 
stimulate the economy. This resulted in the malignant development of infla- 
tion, with its inauguration, the Reagan administration replaced Keynesian 
theory with the supply-side theory. It began to enforce a fiscal policy of 
tightening credit and money circulation to curb inflation. The rise of inter- 
est rates is not considered in the supply-side theory. Over the last year, 
inflation has eased somewhat in the United States. This is a political feat 
which President Reagan frequently brags about. This is why the United States 
will not greatly lower interest rates at present. 


Another, more profound reason why the United States maintains this policy is 
that high interest rates benefit major financial groups in the United States. 
These financial groups can expand their influence and power in the continuous 
flow of international capital to the United States. At the same time, the 
appreciation of the U.S. dollar is extremely beneficial to the capital export 
of the U.S. financial groups. Their investments abroad are worth more, and 
the profits they earn abroad also increase. The advantages of raising inter- 
est rates outweigh the disadvantages. Therefore, the United States’ high 
interest rate policy will not change in the near future despite opposition at 
home and abroad.

U.S. SPACE SHUTTLE PROGRAM FACING DIFFICULTIES

[Text] Washington, 22 Mar (XINHUA)--The U.S. space shuttle Columbia was 
finally launched into space on 22 March after only 1 hour of delay. The fact 
that the U.S. authorities were willing to take the risk caused by a change in 
the shuttle's landing site and hastily launched the third test flight shows the 
mission's great urgency due to great domestic pressure in view of the U.S.- 
Soviet space race. 


The space shuttle was originally scheduled to land at California's Edwards 
Airbase after a 7-day flight. But the runway there had been flooded by con- 
timuous rains and had become unusable. In order to stick to the original 
timetable, the U.S. National Aeronautics and Space Administration [NASA] had 
to change the shuttle landing site to the White Sands Guided Missile Range in 
New Mexico even though the facilities there were not as good as those at the 
Mdwards Airbase. One of the reasons for this change was that NASA wanted to 
redeem its reputation which had been badly tarnished by repeated past shuttle 
flight delays. The space shuttle's first test flight had been delayed for 
more than 2 years, and its second test flight for nearly 2 months. These 
previous delays inevitably caused delays also in the third and fourth fiights. 
[It is reported that the space shuttle program was originally scheduled to be 
formally in operation by September this year. But this is already impossible 
now. NASA now no longer talks about its originally planned biweekly space 
shuttle schedule. Instead, it is talking about a 5 to 8 week shuttle schedule. 
In fact, most of NASA's leading officials hold that even an &-week shuttle 
schedule cannot be a reality until after 1984 or even 1985. 


At present, the U.S.-Soviet space race is continuously intensifying. The United 
States thought that with the birth of the space shuttle it was far ahead of the 
Soviet Union in space technology. But the Soviet Union, not to be outdone, 
recently succeeded in making another soft landing on Venus with its interplane- 
tary station. The Soviet Union has accused the United States of "militarizing"’ 
its space shuttle program to counter the Soviet Union. 


lt is reported that among items that are to be carried into space by the space 
shuttle once it is in formal operation are communication satellites as well as 











a considerable amount of secret equipment of the Defense Department. The 
Soviet Union, while attacking the United States on the one hand, has stepped 

up the development of laser weapons on the other. According to a U.S. Defense 
Department assessment, the Soviet Union will be able to deploy high-energy 
laser weapons in space to attack U.S. communication, early warning and spy 
satellites within the next 10 years. The U.S. Defense Department revealed 

last September that the Soviet Union is carrying out a laser weapons research 
program 3 to 5 times larger than that of the United States. The Soviet Union 
is also improving its satellite intercept capability. U.S. Defense Secretary 
Weinberger, testifying before the U.S. Congress in March this year, expressed 
grave concern over the Soviet development of laser weapons and asked for an 
appropriation of US$430 million in 1983 for laser weapons research in order to 
catch up with the Soviets. It is reported that the United States is also 
studying the firing of micro-antimissile systems from fighter planes, and that 
the Reagan administration has proposed the allocation of US$1,600 billion to 
rebuild the U.S. military might. A U.S. conservative organization, the inheri- 
tance fund, not long ago proposed a US$50 billion 10-year program for building 
a "strata defense" network for the deployment of 432 satellites carrying guided 
missile intercept devices to destroy Soviet guided missiles in flight. 


While the space race between the two superpowers is intensifying, a fierce 
domestic dispute has been going on in the United States. What worries NASA 
officials is that less than 1 year after the birth of the space shuttle, there 
already are people who want to have the space shuttle program reexamined. 


Ten years have elapsed since the space shuttle program was launched. During 
that time the U.S. economy has been on a steady decline and the U.S. national 
strength has been waning. Although no one can blame the space shuttle program 
as a major cause of the U.S. decline, the fact remains that economic difficul- 
ties hive brought tremendous pressures to bear on the gigantic space shuttle 
program whose expenses have gone up each year. These expenses were respec- 
tively US$2.7 billion and 3 billion in 1981 and 1982, and it is estimated that 
the entire shuttle program will cost a total of over US$20 billion. The great- 
er part of the US$6.6 billion allocated to NASA by the U.S. Government in 1983 
will be swallowed up by the space shuttle program. Some space exploration 
programs have to be scrapped for lack of funds, and some scientists have 
pointed out that the United States "is gradually losing its lead in space 
science and technology" and are crying out for an "urgent and unbiased re- 
assessment" of the U.S. space policy.

ISRAELI ACTIONS HIT IN SECURITY COUNCIL SESSION

(‘Text] United Nations, 26 March (XINHUA)--Jordan accused Israel of aggravating 
the situation in the occupied Arab territories when the U.N. Security Council 
resumed discussions this evening. 


The first session was called two days ago at the request of Jodan after 
Israel's dissolution of the El Bireh Town Council which triggered demonstra- 
tions and strikes in the West Bank and Gaza Strip. 


The Jordanian representative told the Security Council that the mayors of Nablus 
and Ramallah were removed from their legally elected offices and arrested. 


He said about 250 Arab students were arrested today and a number of Palestinians 
had been killed or wounded by Israeli troops in the demonstrations. 


He said streets were deserted and the only signs of life were Israeli tanks in 
a deliberate display of aggression. 


The representative of Morocco said that Israel's policy was aimed at annexing 
the occupied Arab territories and expelling the Palestinian inhabitants from 
their own territories. 


He asked the Security Council to declare the Israeli dissolution of El Bireh 
City Council null and void. 


The representative of Turkey denounced the Israeli actions in the West Bank and 
‘aza Strip as another link in the long chain of Israel's policy of expansion, 
illegal settlements and annexation. He said that Israel now appeared to turn 
its attention to the West Bank and Gaza Strip after its annexation of Jerusalem 
and the Golan Heights. 


He said that a just, comprehensive and lasting peace in the Middle East couid 
be achieved only when Israel withdrew from all the occupied Arab territories 
including Jerusalem. He urged Israel to rescind the illegal decisions and re- 
instate the elected Palestinian mayors.

"XINHUA' CITES PALESTINIAN STRUGGLE ON WEST BANK

[Text] Beiruit, 25 March (XINHUA correspondent Yu Kaiyuan)--The Israeli admin- 
istration announced today the dismissals of the mayors of Nabulus and Ramallah 
allegedly for their opposition to the "civil administration."' One week ago, 

it dissolved al-Birah City Council on the same pretext which touched off a 
wave of protests in the West Bank and Gaza Strip. 


The "civil administration" was a "new policy" put forward by Israeli Defence 
Minister Ari'el Sharon last August. Its aim was to perpetuate the Israeli 
occupation of the West Bank by luring Palestinians away from the leadership 
of the Palestine Liberation Organization and enticing them int~ the "civil 
administration" so that the Israelis could divide the PLO and deny the Pales- 
tinian people's right to establish an independent state. 


The Palestinian people have strongly opposed the "new policy," saying that they 
want "self-determination but no civil administration."' Mayors in the West 
Bank have refused to cooperate with the [Israeli civil administrations and ex- 
posed this "new policy" as a swindle. 


Demonstrations against Sharon's policy have taken place in the occupied terri- 
tories. The general strike in protest against the [!sraeli dissolution of al- 
Birah City Council entered its 7th day today, dealing a heavy blow at the 
Begin administration in Tel Aviv. 


The tie vote 58-58 in Knesset Tuesday on an opposition no-confidence vote 
showed that the Begin administration actually could no longer adopt any legis- 
lation by a majority vote. It is now battling for a survival. 


The Begin administration lands itself into utter isolation in the world because 


of its perverse acts. Many Arab countries staged symbolic strikes and demon- 
strations to support the just struggle of the Palestinian people. 
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It is worth noting that there ure signs indicating the Begin administration 
may resort to new acts of aggression to tide over its difficulties. The 
Israeli military authorities have raised a hue and cry about the so-called 
"ceasefire violation" by the Palestinians and claimed that three Palestinian 
guerrillas had been arrested for "crossing the border." Some Israeli extreme 
rightists also declared against making any so-called concessions in Israeli 
relations with Egypt in a bid to prevent Israel's final withdrawal from Sinai.

'XINHUA' VIEWS POST-SINAI MIDDLE EASi SITUATION

East Situation?''--XINHUA headline] 


[Text] Beijing, 24 March (XINHUA)--An important question presently arousing 
the public's interest is how will the Middle East situation develop after 
Israel's complete withdrawal from the Sinai? 


The countries involved in the Middle East conflict are pondering this question 
because the withdrawal, to be completed on 25 April if Israel does not deliber- 
ately create side issues, will mean an end to the peace process stipulated by 
the Camp David accords signed more than 3 years ago in Washington, D.C. 


The Arab countries have adopted clear-cut stands. Most of them want a peaceful 
settlement of the Arab-Israel conflict despite differences among them. Some 

of them, including the six- -mber states of the Gulf Cooperation Council, 
support Saudi Arabia's eight: point proposal and want an early resumption of 

the summit meeting that broke off in Fez last November. They want to renew 
discussions cn Saudi Arabia's proposal and devise a common Arab strategy to the 
Middle East conflict. 


Syria, who opposed the Saudi proposal, has recently submitted a three-point 
peace proposal. The three points are the complete withdrawal by Israel from 
Arab territories occupied during the 1967 war including East Jerusalem; the 
acknowledgement of the Palestinian people's right to self-determination and to 
the founding of an independent state of Palestine; and an end to hostilities 
between the Arab countries and Israel. 


Egypt has indicated that it supports proposals by Saudi Arabia, Europe, Africa 
or the United Nations as long as they seek a peaceful settlement of the Middle 
East conflict. 


Despite these developments, however, it is not easy for the Arab countries to 
overcome their differences, restore unity and plan a common strategy. 
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{he problem is compounded by Israel's adamant stand. Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin's views and policies are reflected in a recent report written by Defense 
Minister Ariel Sharon on "Israel's strategic problems in the 1980s." According 
to news reports in the Paris weekly AL-MUSTAQBAL earlier this year, Israel's 
defense report says that Israel's strategy was to expand its territory until 
1967. Then, in the 80's Israel's strategic interests are to be a departure 
from the traditional areas of conflict and an extention of its "security 
boundaries" so that its territory will include not only three or four Arab 
countries but also several states in both Asia and Africa. 


The defense report says airborne or seaborne Israeli troops will conduct 
military strikes where Israel's security is "threatened." 


The weekly also disclosed that the Israeli authorities are trying to launch a 
massive military action to occupy most of the Lebanese territory in order to 
destroy the PLO's military and political mechanisms while also destroying 
Syria's missiles. 


There appears to be indications that Israel is going to pursue a rabid expan- 
sionist strategy on behalf of the "greater Israeli empire." Consequently, 
peace in the Middle East hinges on the possibility of all forces in the world 
being mobilized to bear pressure on Israel so that it will abandon its expan- 
sionist strategy. This is with the exception of the United States which has 
not resolved to change its stance of siding with Israel. 


Since Ronald Reagan became president, he has sent special envoy Philip Habib 
to the Middle East for shuttle diplomacy and dispatched Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig and Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger to that region many 
times. However, he has not established a policy concerning the Middle East 
after he made alterations in his strategic formulations. 


The U.S. Government first tried to seek an identical strategy with the Middle 
East countries to antagonize the Soviet Union, then it simultaneously tried to 
antagonize Moscow while trying to settle the Arab-Israeli conflict, and now 

it is attempting to improve its relations with the Arab countries without 
changing its stance of siding with Israel while looking down upon the Arab 
countries. 


Washington is reportedly planning to force Egypt and Israel to reach an agreement 
on Palestinian autonomy and then draw Saudi Arabia and Jordan into the peace 
process to enlarge the scope of the Camp David peace negotiators. 


As long as the United States continues to side with Israel, it will not be able 
to improve its relations with the Arab countries. 


Besides being at odds with the Arab countries, differences reportedly exist 
within the Reagan administration on the Middle East issue. Some government 
officials are said to be sticking to their pro-Israeli stand while others 
advocate that a just position should be adopted by the Arab countries and Israel 
to check Israel's ambitions for expansion. The government policymakers, however, 
appear to be hesitant about what move to make. 
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With the appearance of “supporting the national liberation struggle," the Soviet 
Union is encouraging the Arab countries to continue antagonizing Israel. But 

in reality, the Soviet Union is using the acute <ntagonism between the Arab 
countries and Israel to infiltrate the Middle East and pin down the United 
States in the region. 


Moscow is reportedly planning to provide more weapons and equipment to several 
Arab countries and armed forces in case of an Israeli blitz against South 
Lebanon and to turn the blitz into a war of attrition. 


The Soviet Union wants to use the complex situation as a means to force the 
United States into holding an international conference on the Middle East 

or reopening the Geneva conference with the Soviet Union and the United States 
as the co-chairman. This way the Soviet Union will be able to have a hand once 
again in the Middle East peace process from which it is presently excluded-in 
order to obtain strategic interests. 


The situation in the Middle East is facing a turning point. A peaceful 
solution to the Arab-Israeli conflict, which has lasted more than 30 years, 
will be achieved if the Arab countries coordinate their positions, work out 
a unified strategy, win the support of second and third world countries, and 
force the United States and Israel to change their attitudes. 


Otherwise, an intensified contention between the two superpowers will make the 
situation in the Middle East more tense and turbulent.

POLAND APPROVES FOREIGN POLICY, AGRICULTURE BILLS

[Text] Warsaw, 26 March (XINHUA)--Poland's Sejm (parliament) ended its 20th 
session today with the approval of bills on foreign policy and agriculture and 
a decision to set up a "State court" and a "constitutional court.” 


Foreign Minister Josef Czyrek yesterday delivered a report on foriegn policy, 
touching off the first Sejm debate on the subject since martial law was imposed. 
A resolution adopted at the end of the debate defined the important tasks of 

the country's foreign policy as concentrating "all the country's international 
activities on creating conditions for freeing the country from the (domestic) 
crisis" and strengthening “effective economic cooperation" with the member 
countries of the council for mutual economic assistance, with the Western and 
developing countries. The resolution also condemned the U.S. and some other 
Western countries for imposing economic sanctions on Poland and making other 
"inadmissible attempts to interfere in the country's internal affairs." 


The session discussed Minister of Agriculture Jerzy Wojtecki's report on the 
current agricultural situation, and adopted a lay on the protection of arable 
lands and forests. Another law adopted recognizes the peasants’ private plots 
as a "long and stable" element in agriculture to encourage the private farmers’ 
production enthusiasm. 


The "constitutional court" is set up to guarantee that all "decrees of the su- 
preme and central state organs be in conformity with the constitution," and 
"eliminate, by all means, anything that goes against the constitution." The 
"state court" is set up to put on trial those state leaders who violate the 
constitution or the law. 


The Sejm session also adopted a resolution extending the term of the local 
people's assembly to March 1984. 


The session also approved the setting up of a socio-economic advisory council. 
rhe council, formed by representatives of state enterprises and farms, trade 
unions and other socio-professional groups, will be put under the Sejm. It will 
make suggestions and convey public opinions to the Sejm presidency. It has the 
right to ask any state organ leaders to answer its enquiries.

[Text] Tehran, 31 March (XINHUA correspondents Li Hongqi and Ge Xiangwen)--In 
our tour of Iran's western war front on Monday and Tuesday, we saw evidences 
of the victory in which Iran has made a major advance in the area around the 
key towns of Shush, Dezful and (Ein-khush) and recaptured more than 2,000 
square kilometers of Iranian territory seized by Iraq in the 18-month-old war. 


Since the beginning of the “operation victory" on 22 March the Iranian troops 
have advanced 45 to 60 kilometers and reached an area between 10 and 20 kilo- 
meters from the border with iraq. 


The Iranian side was busily clearing the battlefield. According to the statis- 
tics issued by the Iranian official spokesman, Iran killed or wounded 25,000 
Iraqi troops and captured 18,000 others. It destroyed 360 tanks and armoured 
cars, captured large quantities of cars and weapons and shot down many air- 
planes. 


On the battlefield between Dezful and (Einkhush), tanks and armoured cars 
battered by Iraqi or Iranian [word indistinct] can be seen everywhere. Only in 
Sendal, about 50 Iraqi T55 and T62 tanks and armoured personnel carriers were 
bogged in the marsh. On a height 24 kilometre nowtheast to Fakeh the Iraqi 
troops left behind three SAM-6 missiles with launcher and there are some T72 
tanks on the Chenaneh battlefield. 


Interviewed by reporters, Hissein Saadi, Iranian front commander and commander 
of the 2lst infantry division, attributed the success to sudden attacks and 
outflanking tactics of the Iranian troops, many Iraqi POWS pointed out the fact 
that they surrendered to the Iranian troops with little resistance after being 
surrounded. 


The Iranian military authorities issues a general mobilization order on 29 
March, calling upon all Iranian soldiers to make ready for an all-round attack.

U.S. MAY SUPPORT SALVADORAN OPPOSITION COALITION

[Text] Beijing, 31 March (XINHUA)--The five opposition parties in El Salvador 
threatened to form a "coalition" to keep control over the future government to 
be formed by the Social Democratic Party which emerged victorious in the just- 
concluded elections winning 41 per cent of the votes cast, Western news 
agencies reported from San Salvador. 


According to the Central Elections Commission, the social democrats won 24 
seats or so in the 60-seat constituent assembly. The five opposition parties 
with the Republican Nationalist Alliance at the head gained 59 per cent of the 
vote, seizing 36 seats in the constituent assembly. 


The opposition parties said in a statement issued Monday that they were opposed 
to the economic, social and land reform policies of the social democrats. They 
made it clear that the social democrats’ leader and president of the ruling 
junta Jose Napoleon Duarte should be excluded from the new government. 


At a news conference yesterday, Secretary of the Social Democratic Party Julio 
Adolfo Rey Prendes said that he was satisfied with the outcome of the elections. 
He also said his party called on other political factions in the country to 

join the social democrats in a search for an agreement that would keep away 

from chaos and violence, and together seek for peace, consolidation of democracy 
and social changes. However, he added, this should include the participation 

of Duarte in the future government. If the social democrats were excluded from 
the future government, "then God help this country," he added. 


The United States reportedly had pinned hopes on the social democrats led by 
Duarte and gave support to the party's social reform policies. But after the 
elections, U.S. Ambassador Dean Hinton indicated that the United States would 
support the five right-wing parties coalition, "if their program is the kind of 
thing, we, the American people, and congress, can support.” 


Simultaneously with the elections, civil war in the country is continuing. 
Heavy fighting was reported from the Usulutan Department (province) between 
government troops and the guerrillas in which more than 100 people were killed 
or wounded.

EEC SUMMIT MEETING OPENS IN BRUSSELS 29 MARCH

[Text] Brussels, 29 March (XINHUA)--A summit meeting of EEC member countries 
opened here this afternoon. The first day's session was mainly devoted to 
economic problems facing the community. International issues will be discussed 
tomorrow. 


The 2-day summit was convened at a time when the community was beset with 
economic troubles, plagued by tensions in East-West relations and worried by 
internal differences and disputes with the U.S. and Japan. A document of the 
EEC commissions said that the community economy in 1981 showed a negative 
growth of -0.5 per cent, with high unemployment and inflation rates and big 
deficits of the balance of payments. 


The leaders of the EEC countries agreed to take concerted actions to tackle 
the economic problems, a spokesman of the cabinet of the Belgian prime minister 
told a press conference this evening. 


The summit maintained that more investments are needed for economic growth and 
special measures should be taken for the reduction of unemployment, the spokes- 
man said. 


The EEC countries agreed on the need to strengthen the mechanism of the European 
monetary system and cooperate with the third world countries. They stood for 
constant dialogue with the U.S. and urged Japan to further open up its market. 
The EEC differs with the U.S. over exports of steel and farm produce, and over 
the monetary policy and exchange rates. 


The EEC leaders exchanged views on the common stand to be taken at the versailles 
summit of major Western industrialised countries to be held in June. They also 


called for continued dialogue with the south (developing countries). 


The summit is expected to discuss tomorrow such international problems as 
Afghanistan, Middle-East Poland and Central America.

[Text] Vienna, 21 March (XINHUA)--The 13 oil ministers of the organization of 
petroleum exporting countries (OPEC) decided Saturday to maintain the current 
price of 34 U.S. dollars a barrel of crude oil and reduce oil production from 
20 million barrels a day to 17.5 million barrels beginning 1 April. 


These measures are being taken by OPEC to cope with the declining price of oil 
caused by the imbalance of supply and demand on the world oil market. 


The demand for oil on the world market has declined about 26 percent since late 
1981, reportedly resulting in a surplus of 5-/ million barrels of oil produced 
daily. 


Demand for oil began declining when economic recessions hit the industrialized 
countries, causing industries to cut back on costs by saving energy. Oi] con- 
sumption in the seven major western industrialized countries has declined some 
23 percent the past 3 years. 


New oil field discoveries in the North Sea of Britain, in Mexico and in other 
countries also contributed to the surplus of oil available on the world market, 
and Western industrialized countries that stockpiled large quantities of oil 
when the war between Iraq and Iran began have stopped buying on the world 
market. 


The overproduction and excess supply of oil have caused the price to drop. In 
Rotterdam of the Netherlands, the largest spot market for oil, the price per 
barrel has decreased from 40 dollars a year ago to the present 28 dollars per 
bsrrel. 


OPFC now faces the most serious challenge it has faced since it was founded 8 
years ago. This is the first time OPEC has had to seek a market for its oil. 


To solve its dilemma, OPEC had two choices: reduce oil production or prices. 
[It chose to cut oil production to 17.5 million barrels a day after much debate. 
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Some member countries demanded further cutbacks in Saudi Arabia's oil production, 
which totals 40 percent of OPEC's total oil production, but Saudi Arabia re- 
jected this. 


After Kuwaiti Minister of Oil ‘Ali al-Khalifah al-Adhbi al-Sabah visited Saudi 
Arabia last month, Saudi Arabian Minister of Petroleum and Mineral Wealth Sheikh 
Ahmad Zaki Yamani announced on 6 March that his country had cut its production 
ceiling from 8.5 to 7.5 million barrels a day. He also announced that Saudi 
Arabia would maintain its oil price at 34 dollars a barrel until the end of 
1982. 


These decisions by Saudi Arabia led to the convening of the recent minister's 
meeting to unify OPEC's oil production and price. 


Ministers at the meeting originally decided to limit crude oil production to 18 
million barrels a day, but at a news conference held after the meeting, a 
spokesperson announced that Saudi Arabia would reduce its oil production to 7 
million per day, which led to the decision that OPEC would have a production 
ceiling of 17.5 million barrels a day. 


The agreements reached on oil prices and production indicate that, in order to 
cope with the ever-worsening world oil market, OPEC's member countries are 
striving to narrow their differences to safeguard their common interests. 


Humberto Calderon Berti, minister of power and mines of Venezuela, noted that 
the meeting had achieved tremendous gains and it was the first time OPEC's 
members had reached unanimity on a decision about production. 


However, OPEC still faces an arduous situation. It is imperative for the 


member countries to further eliminate their differences and get more united 
to meet new challenges.

EEC SUMMIT ENDS IN BRUSSELS; ISSUES COMMUNIQUE

[Text] Brussels, 30 March (XINHUA)--The EEC summit meeting ended its 2-day 
session here today with agreement on a number of major international issues 
and a coordinated economic policy. 


A communique issued after the meeting stressed the importance the summit 
attached to the links of the ten EEC countries with the United States and the 
willingness of the summit to develop further consultations between Europeans 
and Americans. 


The EEC states said in the communique that they planned to issue a strong call 
to Washington for greater cooperation on monetary and other matters to counter- 
act the effect of high U.S. interest rates on EEC economies. 


The European leaders, concerned about the deterioration of their relationship 
with the U.S. administration over defence, trade and monetary issues, welcomed 
a message by President Reagan last week marking the 25th anniversary of the 
common market. 


The EEC leaders reaffirmed that the situation in Poland continued to place a 
strain on East-West relations and thus to affect the relations of the EEC 
countries with Poland and the Soviet Union which bore a clear responsibility 
for what was happening in that East European country. They agreed to study the 
limiting of export credits as part of possible further economic sanctions 
against the Soviet Union and some East European countries. But, EEC official 
sources said there was no question at this stage of introducing further 
sanctions against the Soviet Union. 


The communique denounced the negative attitude of Moscow towards international 
proposals for a political settlement in Afghanistan and said this could only be 
achieved through a complete withdrawal of Soviet troops. 


Concerning the Middle East issue, the EEC leaders expressed deep concern over 
the grave events taking place in the WEst Bank and appealed urgently for an end 
to the dangerous cycle of violence and repression. The summit particularly 
denounced measures imposed on the Palestinian population such as the dismissal 
of democratically elected mayors by the Israeli authorities, and the violations 
of the liberties and rights of the inhabitants of these territories. 











The summit devoted most of the time to discussing the economic and social 
situation in the community. About 6,000 people from the EEC countries demon- 
strated in the street here for an increase in employment and prices of agri- 
cultural products. 


The communique said: ‘The summit confirmed its intention of continuing along 
the road towards greater economic integration." 


In face of the deteriorating economic situation, the summit agreed on the need 
for a coordinated policy to promote investment and to combat unemployment. 


Britain and France came into a deadlock on EEC farm prices and reform of the 
EED budget. 


The problem of British contribution to the EEC budget, which was left aside 
at the summit, will be discussed at the meeting of the EEC Council of Foreign 


Ministers in Luxembourg on 3 April.

|Text] London, 10 March (XINHUA)--Britain's 1981-1982 budget presented to the 
House of Commons Wednesday by Chancellor of the Exchequer Sir Geoffrey Howe 

has aroused various responses. Both the major opposition, the British Labor 
Party, and the trades union congress lashed out at the new budget soon after it 
was read. Michael Foot, leader of the Labor Party said the "budget took no 
account of the huge scale of unemployment." 





However, the Confederation of British Industry [CBI], representing 300,000 firms 
and always critical of the government, and "the wets'' (moderates) in the 
Conservative Party supported the budget. Terence Beckett, CBI's director 
general, described it as "a step in the right direction." 


The favorable attitude stemmed from important changes in the budget. In what 

he called "a budget for industry and jobs,'' Howe announced measures for indus- 
trial development. The national insurance surcharge, a payroll tax on employers, 
will be reduced by 1 percent. This will save 1,000 million pounds a year for 

the industrialists. The price for electricity will be cut and the price for 

gas frozen, saving 250 million pounds for the industrialists in 2 years. Aid 
will be offered to the construction industry and small enterprises. The govern- 
ment also pledged to relax restrictions in the money market and raise the rate 

of the money supply from 5 to 9 percent to 8 to 12 percent. 


The new budget, taking inflation into account, has increased the relief fund 
for the unemployed and the subsidies for children and the elderly and it has 
reduced income taxes. 


Howe also made clear that the government would maintain its strict monetary 
policy to reduce inflation from 12 percent to a single-degit figure this year. 
But observers here believe that although the conservative government still 
adheres to the principles of monetary policy, many changes have taken place in 
its practice. 
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Informed sources said that revisions of the policy resulted from the economic 
and political development and is a necessity for the competition in the next 
general election. 


The government, headed by Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher, has encountered 
the most serious post-war economic recession since 1979. 


Passing its lowest point in May, the economy showed signs of improving. But 
by November the economy dropped again. 


Despite the zigzag, the British Government has maintained that a recovery has 
begun. Some economists say that even though inflation slowed down, the 
economy's stagnation still is serious. 


In the political arena, the Conservative Party is beset with infighting at a 
time when the social democrat-liberal alliance, formed in the wake of the labor 
split, poses a threat. Recent by-elections and opinion polls indicate un- 
favorable odds against the conservatives. 


Mrs thatcher soon will enter her 4th year in office. With the next general 
election, scheduled no later than May 1984 drawing near, some observers have 
said an early election could be held in October 1983. If that possibility 
occurs, political parties would have to prepare for it. 


In tabling its budget the government wanted to alleviate grievances inside 
and outside the Conservative Party and to meet some of the demands of the 
electors. It moderated some of its economic policies, showing flexibily in 
an attempt to maintain the economic recovery before the next general election. 


Economic analysts predict a slow recovery for 1982. The overall economic 
prospect for the Western world, the U.S. recession in particular, cannot bring 
about a speedy British recovery, limiting it, instead, to a slow, low-level 
one.

INTERNATIONAL TRADE UNION MEETING ENDS 27 MARCH

[Text] Tripoli, 30 March (XINHUA)--The international conference of trade 
unions in solidarity with the workers and people of Palestine, South Africa 
and Libya has strongly condemned "the terrorist and blood-thirsty repression 
pursued by the Zionist occupation authorities in Palestine and other occupied 
Arab territories." 


In a resolution on Palestine, the conference reaffirmed its support of the 
"just struggle of the Palestinian people" for self-determination and the 
establishment of an independent state under the leadership of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 


The conference concluded its 4-day meeting here on 27 March. 
In a resolution on Namibia, the conference expressed indignation at the con- 


tinued "illegal cccupation of Namibia by South Africa." It demanded an 
immediate and unconditional South African withdrawal from Namibia. 





The conference also called for increased moral and material support of the 
South West Africa People's Organization and the National Union of Namibian 
Workers. It rejected "all attempts by certain members of the contact group 
to dismember Namibia." 


In a resolution on South Africa, the conference condemned increased repression 
of and brutality against the blacks in South Africa. It also condemned the 
South African Government for "its constant acts of aggression against frontline 
states. In particular the invasion and occupation of the southern part of 
Angola and the abortive mercenary invasion of the Republic of Seychelles." 


In a resolution on Libya, the conference accused the United States of provoking 
Libya with its announcement of resuming naval exercises in the Gulf of Sirte. 


In addition, the conference appealed for an end to the Iraqi-Iranian war so the 
countries could join in a "common struggle against Israel." The conference also 


condemned the United States for supporting to Israel and South Africa.

GULF COUNTRIES NOT EAGER FOR USSR TIES

[Text] Kuwait, 22 March (XINHUA)--Countries of the Gulf Cooperation Council 
(GCC) are reluctant to have diplomatic relations with the Soviet Union, said 
GCC secretary general ‘Abdallah Bisharah in an interview with Kuwait state 
television last Saturday. 


Bishara said the question of establishing diplomatic relations with the Soviet 
Union has been the main subject of a dialogue now underway between the GCC 
member states. But "there is no need to take hasty decisions," he said. 


The GCC groups Saudi Arabia, the United Arab Emirates, Bahrain, Qatar, Oman 
and Kuwait. Kuwait is the only member in the council that has diplomatic 
relations with the Soviet Union and other East European countries. 


He said that all members except Kuwait were reluctant to establish diplomatic 
relations with the Soviets because of security, political and other consider- 
ations. 


He said the Soviet Union "is involved in problems directly affecting GCC 
member countries." He mentioned an Omani complaint that the Soviet Union "is 
playing a role in the sultanate's dispute with its neighbor South Yemen." 


He said that the Soviet Union would benefit if the GCC established diplomatic 
relations with it. Citing Oman's ties with China, he said the GCC countries 
were not against communism. 


Bishara said that the absence of relations with the Soviet Union did not mean 
that the Gulf states were aligned against it, nor did it mean that the Gulf 
states were in the embrace of the United States and the rest of the Western 
world. 


"How can the United States build relations of milk and honey with the GCC 


countries when it has bad relations with Syria and the Palestine Liberation 
Organization?" he asked.

C. L. Pao, chairman of regent shipping limited, Hong Kong, and Zhang Youxuan, 
vice-chairman of the China Corporation of Shipbuilding Industry. 


Addressing the ceremony, Mr C. L. Pao said: "I am looking forward to the 
continuous expansion of our mutual cooperation.

The ship, 197 meters long, 23 meters wide and 14 meters high, can cruise at a 
speed of 15.6 nautical miles per hour and it has a maximum navigation distance 
of 17,000 nautical miles. 

A trial voyage on the northern part of the Yellow Sea on 15 March showed that 


the ship gives good performance and meets all rules and regulations of Lloyd's 
register of shipping of Britain.

"GUANGMING RIBAO' INTERVIEW WITH ZEIDMAN'S FATHER

[Text] Two articles published in the WASHINGTON POST'S Sunday section, 
"Outlook," in January give diametrically opposed views of the circumstances 
Surrounding the illness and subsequent death of the young American, John 
Zeidman, who had studied in China. These two articles, one written by a so- 
called "China expert" and the other by John's father, Philip Zeidman, caused 
many Americans to take note of the incident. This reporter recently visited 
Lawyer Zeidman at his legal offices in the center of Washington and discussed 
the dispute in the WASHINGTON POST, John's life as a student in China as well 
as etforts to establish a "John Frazer Zeidman Memorial Fund." 


A Refusal to Tolerate Provocation 


John was Mr Zeidman's only son and his unfortunate death brought great grief 
and suffering to the whole family. Zeidman told this reporter that he had 
never imagined that only a month after John's funeral someone would write an 
article on the incident. When he read Finkelstein's article "The Lessons of 

an American Death" in the 24 January issue of the WASHINGTON POST, he was 
deeply hurt by the discovery that the author had sought to use his son's un- 
fortunate death to serve political ends. So that the value of John's life 
might be preserved forever, he announced at the funeral the establishment of 

a memorial fund that would be used to encourage more Americans to take up the 
study of Chinese language, history, politics and culture as his son John had 
done. Finkelstein, however, tried as hard as he could to frighten anyone 

from going near China. This runs completely counter to the enthusiastic efforts 
of Zeidman to promote cultural exchange between China and America. Furthermore, 
the author of this article deliberately tries to give the false impression that 
his article, seemingly based on information provided by Mr Zeidman and other 
members of the family, is an "extremely authoritative'’ document. Such a pro- 
vocative article, based as it was on distortion and invention, could clearly 
cause serious misunderstanding among the readers. As a prestiguous lawyer 

and as John's father, Zeidman felt obliged to clarify the situation as soon 

as possible. He immediately phoned the editorial office of the WASHINGTON POST 
demanding that they publish his reply. The editor told him that because the 











"out look" section was to be sent to the printers on Thursday (28 January) 
little time remained. Moreover, Zeidman was also very busy at that time 
preparing for a business trip to Japan. He said, "Since I really could not 
find any other time all I could do was get up at 4 o'clock on Thursday morning 
and dictate my article into a tape recorder. As soon as I had finished I 
rushed off to the airport to catch the plane to Japan." The matter simply 
couldn't wait until I returned from my business trip, he said, because that 
would be too late. 


Happiest Days of John's Life 


When this journalist mentioned that many people who had read the article 
greatly admired his commitment to the facts and his efforts to preserve the 
friendship between the two peoples, Zeidman answered by offering a description 
of John's life as a student in China. 


Zeidman allowed this journalist to read excerpts from the letters John sent 
to his family from China. In several passages he describes his eagerness to 
study the Chinese language, telling his mother and father that, "I derive so 
much enjoyment from my studies that I simply can't believe I'm studying so 
much." Whenever he went traveling he would deliberately buy the cheapest 
ticket so that he would have more time to talk with the ordinary passengers on 
the train. Every evening he would try to read the Beijing Wanbao. On one 
occasion he was invited to a Chinese home and spent 4 and 1/2 hours speaking 
nothing but Chinese. In his letter he wrote, "I was so excited!" These 
simple and unadorned letters written by John have now become valuable family 
treasures. In the painful days that followed John's death, his mother and 
father would often reread these letters, their hearts filled with both grief 
and pride. These letters burned like candles in their hearts. 


When John was admitted to [a] hospital seriously ill, Mr and Mrs Zeidman flew 
to Beijing to be with their son. They said that they would never forget how 
the various responsible persons, John's Chinese teacher and classmates as well 
as the hospital's doctors and nurses treated John as if he were their own son, 
doing all they possibly could to cure his illness. 


In a letter written to relatives and friends in America from China, Lawyer 
Zeidman said, "We feel no pain or regret as regards John's decision to come 
to China and study." "It was something he longed to do. The days John spent 
in China were the happiest of his life." 


An Everlasting Memorial 


In a memorial speech given at the funeral ceremony, Mr Zeidman announced that 
the family and several friends had decided to establish a "John Frazer Zeidman 
Memorial Fund."' The fund was to be used to raise the level of middle school 


students’ interest in Chinese history, culture, art, politics and language and 
also to encourage these students to pursue these interests further in college. 
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Zeidman told me, “If John were still alive today this is certainly what he would 
want us to do." After a trip to China. He could see the steps that were being 
taken at the time to improve relations between the two countries and realized 
that the increasing level of both official and unofficial contact would mean 

an increased need for Americans who had both a knowledge of Chinese language 
and a familiarity with the situation in China. However, as it is extremely 
difficult for adults to learn Chinese, it is important that such talents be 
cultivated among America’s youth. John's understanding of this fact is now 
shared by his father, Mr Zeidman. He mentioned that he had recently seen 
statistics showing that the proportion of Americans studying foreign languages 
who study Chinese is still very small. In his opinion the problem is that 

most students have little exposure to Chinese culture while they are at middle 
school and as a result it is difficult for them to develop an interest. And 
once they get to university students are concerned with getting a degree and 
tend to shy away from difficult courses such as Chinese. It is because of 

this that the fund will be aimed primarily at assisting middle and high school 
students. The (Cedarwell) [6007 1218 1422] Friendship School, where John went 
to school, has already gladly agreed to use this fund to carry out a special 
plan at the school. They plan to set up several courses in Chinese culture 

and will invite both Chinese and American scholars to give talks. The school 
will also establish a special library and offer the possibility of a scholar- 
ship to those students who continue studying China in college. This is a new 
kind of experiment and Zeidman hopes that if it proves successful it will 
provide a model for similar funds. I asked him how the work of collecting money 
for the fund was progressing. He said excitedly that with the publication in 
the WASHINGTON POST of the article refuting Finkelstein's accusations, many 
Americans came to know about the affair and had come forward to offer both 
their sympathy and support. Each day he receives numerous letters and tele- 
phone calls; the donors include senators, congressmen, doctors, teachers and 
people from many different walks of life. One ordinary housewife sent $5, 

and while the sum may be small it expresses the public's support and made 
Zeidman most optimistic about the future of the fund. He hopes that the 

fund will eventually become a permanent institution. Brimming with confidence, 
he said: On our next visit to China we will certainly be able to see more 
young Americans studying there. They will become a new force in the develop- 
ment of friendly relations between the two countries. This is the best 
memorial John could ever have.

CENTRAL AMERICA OONFLICFE-Beijing, 29 March (XINHUA)--U.N. Secretary General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar hopes that political conflicts in Central America will 
be solved without any outside interference, according to a report from Santo 
Domingo. The secretary general made the statement in an interview with the 
Dominican newspaper LA HOJA at the U.N. headquarters in New York. Perez de 
Cuellar was quoted by the newspaper Sunday as saying that as a Latin America, 
he "never wishes foreign interference of any kind, military interference in 
particular, would exist in Latin America and other parts of the world." He 
said that problems in Central America are "very complicated." ‘They can only 
be resolved through patient negotiations, to be attended by the United States 
and other countries concerned." He believed that these problems should be re- 
solved thoroughly. Otherwise, he said, "problems that have been just resolved 
in El Salvador, or in Nicaragua and Guatemala would reappear soon afterwards 
due to the social and economic inequality in those countries." [Text]

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7 MARCH ELECTION NULLIFIELD--Beijing, 26 March (XINHUA)--The 2-day-old Guatemalan 
military junta Thursday declared null and void the 7 March presidential election 
in which Anibal Cuevara emerged as president, according to reports from Guatemala 
City. The junta, which successfully toppled President Romeo Lucas Garcia on 
Tuesday, said the election was manipulated and was an “unlawful and fraudulent" 
practice that “brazenly deceived the people's aspirations."' Some opposition 
parties accused Lucas's government of fraudulent practice to back Guevara who 
was to take office on 1 July, in the election. Young military officers said 
they staged the coup because of the fraudulent election. Head of the junta 
Efrain Rios said at a news conference Wednesday that the new political power 
will give first priority to a "free and democratic” election, but he said a date 
for the election "depends on the situation in the country." During the past 2 
days, the junta has suspended the constitution, dissolved the congress, banned 
activities by political parties and cailed on non-government military men to 

lay down their arms. The situation in the country is reported to be stable and 
no bloodshed has occurred since the coup. Lucas is under house arrest. [Text]

CHANGE IN SOCIAL ATMOSPHERE URGED DESPITE ADVERSE CURRENT

Atmosphere!" ] 


[Text] In doing basic-level political work, one often encounters this pre- 
dicament: just when one is laboriously endeavoring to rectify certain 
unwholesome tendencies or devious practices in one's own unit, and article 
published in the press or an approach prevailing in society somehow tends 
to upstage one and, as a result, not only are the achievements in ones's 
own work washed away but even ridicule is eventually incurred: "Only you 
want to be a revolutionary! Others simply don't follow...." 


With respect to such a predicament, there have been two different attitudes: 
One is that people stop at sighing about the matter and stop at getting rid 
of hot air. These comrades call various mistaken ideas and devious practices 
in society a "general atmosphere" and take the ideological and political 

work in their own units as "immediate atmosphere," thinking in the meantime 
that this "immediate atmosphere" is no match for the "general atmosphere." 
But other comrades behave otherwise. They think that this so-called "general 
atmosphere" indeed brings considerable difficulties to our ideological and 
political work, but we cannot because of this simply iet it go and shrink 
from pursuing it. On the contrary, we should being daring enough to establish 
a proletarian, socialist "atmosphere" in our own units in order to influence 
and resist that so-called "general atmosphere." If all basic-level units 
come forward to establish such an "atmosphere," then the whole society will 
be able to forge a socialist "general atmosphere" and forthright trends will 
be able to prevail over devious trends. Obviously this latter understanding 
is correct because it conforms to dialectical materialism. 


Indeed, we should pay attention to the influence of mistaken ideas in society 
on a given unit, but we should also see the role of the "immediate atmosphere" 
in that given unit in relation to the "general atmosphere.'' Under specific 
conditions, the “immediate atmosphere" and the "general atmosphere" may well 

be interchangeable. Take the “entertainment trend" as an example: we may 
recall that, in the beginning, the momentum of this trend was indeed ferocious! 
But a little cook at Fengzeyuan, Chen Aiwu [7115 1947 2976], somehow dared 

to resist and resist again; in the end, once the order to "halt" the practice 
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was issued by the Beijing Municipal Party Committee, the vast ranks of the 
cadres and masses all asserted themselves in attacking it. In a few short 
months, this "entertainment trend" changed from "general" to "immediate" and 
increasingly became hardly an "atmosphere." at all. On the contrary, Chen 
Aiwu's started to multiply and the forthright socialist atmosphere represented 
by them increasingly became the "general atmoshpere" in the whole society. 


With a little analysis, we can well see that all social "atmosphere," general 
or immediate, can be divided into two kinds: forthright atmospheres and 
devious atmospheres. Any seemingly powerful devious atmosphere is in essence 
weak and rotten, because it does not represnet truth and runs counter to the 
fundamental interests of the masses of the people. In the case of a forth- 
right atmosphere, it may well begin as the “immediate atmosphere" of a 
limited area, but precisely because it is "forthright" it is bound to be able 
to resist and overcome a devious atmosphere and develop and prosper in the 
course of struggle. Ours is a socialist state wherein a revolutionary forth- 
right atmosphere consistently remains the main current; certain devious 
trends and practices may well prove arrogant for a while, but eventually they 
can scarcely gain any ground, because they are in violation of the party's 
line and the party's principles and also are in violation of the fundamental 
interests of the vast ranks of the masses. This is the basic reason why 
devious trends and practices are bound to change from "general atmosphere" 
into "immediate atmosphere" until they disappear altogether. 


Perhaps some comrades would say that, theoretically, this is easy to say, but 
it would be hard to really put it into practice. This is true. But the 
question is, in the face of difficulties, what spiritual condition must one 
\\have as a cadre in the party's political work? Mr Lu Xun once said: ‘''Even 
Xf it is difficult, it still must be done; the more difficult it is, the 
more necessary that it be done."" This is the attitude a revolutionary should 
maintain with respect to difficulties, because for us comrades engaged in 
ideological and political work, our duty is simply to uphold what is forth- 
right and get rid of what is devious. How can we become fearful once we 
encounter something devious? How can we expect only calm and tranquillity? 
Thinking that way would actually lower the demands we make on ourselves, and 
that would also be fundamentally impermissible. Contrariwise, interference 
by the so-called "general atmosphere" constitutes both a test and training for 
us. Actually, the reason why the "immediate atmosphere" cannot resist the 
so-called "general atmosphere'' in some units is because we still have weak- 
nesses in our political and ideoiogical work; we are still not solid enough. 
Many comrades who are engaged in basic-level work are summing up their 
experiences and enhancing their capabilities precisely in the process of 
struggle against erroneous trends, with the result that they are able to do 
their political and ideological work in a clever and defined way, vividly and 
dramatically, and they are becoming also more militant ard more scientific. 
Precisely because of their outstandingly effective work, their respective 
units are thus able to withstand, and remain unmoved by, the various erroneous 
trends and devious practices in society; "However stormy the weather might 
be, they calmly stay with their fishing boats."" If more and more basic-level 
units can accomplish this, a fundamental turn for the better in the entire 
social atmosphere can surely become vewy much hoped for. 
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The spirit of the Sixth Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee 
and thenational forum on questions of the ideological front has provided our 
engagement in political and ideological work with a powerful weapon. The 
warm spring wind of developing the party's fine traditions and building our 
socialist spiritual civilization is blowing across the territory of our 
motherland and beginning to turn into a genuine "general atmosphere." We 
should take advantage of this fine situation, practically and earnestly do a 
good job of political and ideological work in our own units, and do the best 
we can and all we can for the fundamental turn for the better in our own 
units and ultimately in the entire society.

MINISTRIES, COMMISSIONS IMPROVE EFFICIENCY

[Text] Beijing, 29 March (XINHUA)--The current drive to cut red tape has re- 
sulted in improved efficiency of Chinese commissions, ministries and other 
departments under the state council, officials told XINHUA. 


Heads of these departments under the state council now meet to discuss approval 
or rejection of major reports on technical transformation projects from local 
authorities, instead of passing the reports from office to office. 


A recent example was furnished when officials of the state economic commission, 
the state planning commission, the administrative commission on import and 
export affairs and the Ministry of Finance met on separate occasions represen- 
tatives from 29 provinces, municipalities and autonomous regions this year to 
study proposed technical transformation projects. The officials then approved 
the 1982 plans for revamping 3,000 key industrial and communications projects 
throughout the country. The central departments had begun examining reports on 
technical transformation of key projects at the fall of last year and by the 
end of February, the work was completed. 


In the past, officials said, the provinces, municipalities and autonomous 
regions sometimes had to wait until May or June to have their annual technical 
renovation plans approved. 


The former method was to have the reports examined by different levels of 
authority within each ministry or department. The reports would often lie 
idle for days and even weeks when disputes arose at any level. 


Now bureaucracy is being attacked in the current drive to simplify the 
administrative structure of the state council. In Januarfuza delegation from 
Shanghai came to Beijing to have talks with officials of ministries and depart- 
ments under the state council. In 5 days, the city's 1982 plans for revamping 
of industry was approved. 


Shanghai, Beijing and Tianjin will renovate 915 industrial and communications 
projects this year, according to earlier news reports. Total cost will be 
1,860 million yuan, plus imported equipment and technology worth 272 million 
U.S. dollars.

BEIJING ACTIVITIES MARK ‘SOCIALIST ETHICS MONTH'

nurses came out to the streets yesterday to explain the rudiments of public 
health and hygiene and try to persuade people to get rid of such habits as 
spitting on the sidewaiks. 


The effort was one of the activities of the current national "socialist ethics 
month." 


The municipal sanitation and antiepidemic station set up a desk in Tiananmen 
Square to explain prevention of epidemic diseases. They showed exhibits of 
how diseases are transmitted. Many pedestrians paused to watch short films 
on jogging, cnacer prevention and family planning. 


The Beijing Municipal Bureau of Public Health said 406 such desks and 240 mobile 
teams gave 500,000 people medical advice and free examinations for blood type 
and blood pressure; 650,000 leaflets about hygiene were handed out. 


Qian Xinzhong, Chinese minister of public health, was interviewed by XINHUA in 
the waiting room of the Beijing railroad station where he was taking part in 
the Sunday activities. 


"To improve public health in our country with such a large population," he 
said, "we have to rely on the masses of the people and combine stopgap measures 
with long-term plans."' The minister called for frequent mass campaigns to 
improve sanitation. He praised the efforts of the public health workers who 
were spreading knowledge of hygiene. 


At the station, 300 doctors and nurses from an army hospital gave passengers 
physical check-ups and helped keep the waiting rooms clean. They worked from 
9 a.m. to 3 p.m. 


On seeing a young traveller spit on the floor, a medical worker went over to 
clean it up and explain why the habit was unsanitary. The blushing offender, 
who had just arrived in Beijing, said he would not do it again. "He is the 
only spitter I have spotted in the station this morning," the medical worker 
said, "people are beginning to pay more and more attention to hygiene."

INITIATIVE IN ATTACKING ‘PEOPLE WITH CONNECTIONS’ URGED

[Text] After reading Comrade Bai Ding's [4101 0002] article "The Backlash of 
"People Witi Connections,'" I have become rather enlightened and wish to 
offer some supplementary remarks. His article issues the appeal that, 

with regard to those people with connections who are used to launching a 
"backlash,'' we must have a clear and unmistakable policy. This is of course 
very important, and apart from this we would lose our prerequisite conditions. 
But it would still not be enough just to have a clear and unmistakable policy, 
because a policy still needs people to adhere to it and carry it out. This 
makes it necessary for many people to rise and, not waiting for the thrust of 
the "backlash," to take the initiative in launching an attack against them. 
The practice of certain units in Tianjin Municipality proves that this is 
rather positive and effective. It is common knowledge that retail stores 

for auxiliary foodstuffs in the big cities have numerous connections. In 

the past, whenever the New Year season arrived, these stores always made it 

a point to put out certain exceptionally short commodities for sale to those 
related people in order to show their gratitude. During the Spring Festival 
this year, the Tianjin Municipal Party Committee and municipal government 

were determined to halt the backdoor practice in the supply of these 
commodities and to take this as a matter of primary importance in the 
realization of a decisive turn for the better in our party's workstyle. In 
the beginning, the managers of certain auxiliary foodstuff stores were 
infinitely worried about this, because they were afraid that those connections 
would launch a "backlash," with the result that it would be very difficult 

for them to carry on their trade; therefore they hid themselves everywhere 

and avoided meeting those connections who came forward to iook for them. 
Later, they felt that “even if you can avoid them on the lst, you can hardly 
avoid them on the 15th." Also, if they wished to change the situation, 

others might well wish to change it, too. As a result, they changed their 
[strategy of] avoidance to one of taking the initiative to visit them at 

their own doors. With the sworn statement of the store staff [pledging] to 
stem backdoor practices and with rules of their covenant in their hands, they 
asked the connections to look at them, and they also explained the requirements 
issued from above as well as policies and measures on commodity supplies and 
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thereby secured their understanding. Beyond these managers' expectations, the 
connections not only did not show a repugnant attitude but, on the contrary, 
expressed their sympathy and suggested that they would suppcic the work of 

the stores just as they had done in the past. 


Of course, this approach of taking the initiative in launching an attack 
against unhealthy practices is by no means one that works easily. An important 
prerequisite is that local party and government leaders must show great 
determination and take effective measures. Should the Tianjin Municipal 
Party Committee and municipal government have failed to issue a final order 
criticizing and educating those who attempt to go through the backdoor, or to 
impose disciplinary action against them and ultimately investigate and affix 
their criminal responsibility according to the degree of seriousness of their 
respective cases, then the initiative that the store managers took in 
launching their attack might well have led to the consequence of their being 
besieged and surrounded on all sides. 


In order to take the initiative in launching an attack, a good spirituai 
State on the part of the attacker is required as well. First of all, he must 
make up his mind to rectify and set straight his own ideology and workstyle, 
and guarantee that he will endeavor to have the staff and workers in his own 
department, his own trade, and his own unit united in a common effort so that 
all will resolutely strive to stem the practice of trying to enter through 
the backdoor. Secondly, he must trust others, believing that his connections 
and the overwhelming majority of the cadres and the masses have a similar 
enthusiasm, because, to most people, the "actual benefit" gained from the 
practice of entering through the backdoor is rather meager, whereas the 
trouble incurred as a result often proves considerable. Therefore, his 
connections are really also willing to halt such a practice. As long as he 
proceeds to do his work sincerely, he is bound to move "God." With only an 
extreme minority refusing to repent, even if they should launch a backlash it 
would be far easier to cope with. 


The step of changing avoidance into taking the initiative in launching an 
attack with respect to unhealthy practices also shows that, under the 
inspiration of the call issued by the Party Central Committee to realize a 
decisive turn for the better in our party workstyle and social customs this 
year, our cadres' and masses' confidence in winning victory in their struggle 
against such unhealthy practices is just getting established. Confidence in 
victory is a powerful spiritual force; it is capable of strengthening the 
unity of the revolutionary ranks, encouraging people to strive for progress. 
Our real life indicates that unhealthy practices are by no means so fearsome. 
What is fearsome is people's overestimating in their own thinking the power 
of such devious trends and practices and underestimating the forthrightness 
on the part of the party and the people; thereby their own confidence is 
shaken and their spirit is downcast. Such a spiritual condition must be 
changed.

Correct Workstyle in Hebei

[Text] "In order to strive for a fundamental turm for the better in our party 
workstyle, the key lies in the whole party's paying attention to uur party 
workstyle." This was the common reflection of participants at the recently 
convened third party discipline inspectior work conference in Hebei Province. 


At this discipline inspection work conference, held on a large scale in Hebei 
Province, those who attended included responsible persons of discipline 
inspection commissions or discipline inspection groups at various levels, and 
secretaries or deputy secretaries of regional, municipal, and county party 
committees. 


fo rectify our party workstyle, it won't do if we rely on just a few people; 
we must mobilize the forces of the whole party. Not a few comrades attending 
the conference expressed such an understonding. At that conference, the 
experience introduced by the Gucheng County Party Committee served to 
illustrate this very question. Unhealthy practices in this county used to 

be quite serious in the past. The problem of some cadres building private 
housing by encroaching on state, collective, and commune members' interests 
was especially salient. Previously, such cases could be dealt with only by 
relying on the efforts of a few discipline inspection commissioners. As a 
result, even though some cases were investigated and disposed of, such 
practices still could not ultimately be stemmed because there were such 
limited forces committed to the task. During the past year, the county party 
committee absorbed some experience; they mobilized the forces of party 
organizations at various levels and of various departments, combined those 
above with those below, coordinated with one another, and thereby forged a 
powerful force to sort out comprehensively the unhealthy practice of certain 
cadres of building private housing. At present, such unhealthy practices 
have already been basically halted. 











In rectifying our party workstyle, the key lies in the principal responsible 
persons of party committees at various levels paying attention to the matter. 
The experience introduced by Wu'an County was very enlightening to everyone. 
In order to solve the problem of certain cadres building private housing by 
encroaching upon state, collective, and commune members' interests, this 
county had the eight standing committee members of its county party committee 
divide and take full charge of their respective areas of responsibility, with 
the result that they each personally participated in the organizational 
activities meetings of the various commune party committees. 


At eight different meetings, County Party Committee Secretary Comrade Zhang 
Chengxun [1728 2110 0534] mobilized everyone to take up the weapon of criticism 
and self-criticism and struggle against such unhealthy practices. In the case 
of comrades who exhibited sensitivity toward launching such criticism and 
self-criticism, he talked on different occasions with more than 10 persons in 
order to enable these comrades to discard their ideological burdens. Because 
of such attention paid to the matter by the county party committee, especially 
by its principal responsible person, the unhealthy practice of bu’lding 

private housing in this county was basically stemmed within a very short 
period. 


One leading cadre of Yanshan County entrusted the responsible person of 
Qingyun County in Shandong Province to change his three sons" countryside 
household registration in Yanshan to Qingyun and changed it to nonagricultural 
household registration. Then, he transferred their household registration 
from Qingyun back to Yanshan and arranged jobs for two of the sons on that 
basis. After receiving accusation letters from the masses, the county 
discipline inspection commission was prepared to conduct an investigation, 
but the county party committee secretary sought to placate this leading 
cadre's mistake by interfering in the investigation with trumped-up pretexts. 
After the county party committee had overcome such obstacles and clarified 
the matter through the investigation, the county party committee secretary 
again instigated this leading cadre to write a letter to the regional party 
committee to tell of his difficulties. As a result, this case dragged along 
for more than a year without being relevantly disposed of. Later on, the 
county discipline inspection commission reported the situation to the 
discipline inspection commission of the regional party committee, and it was 
only through the intervention of the discipline inspection commission of the 
regional party committee that the problem ultimately was solved. The 
nonagricultural household registration of the three sons was rescinded, and 
the two sons were dismissed from their jobs. 


After listening to these reports, even comrades who had lacked firm confidence 
in the rectification of our party workstyle began to say: "Facts prove that 
as long as the whole party takes action, our party workstyle can well be 
rectified." 
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Improved Efficiency in Siping

[Report: ''The Use of 'Three Doses of Good Medicine' Cures Leading Groups' 
"Swelling,' 'Flabbiness,' and 'Footdragging' Diseases: Work Efficiency of 
Organs in Siping Municipality Improves Conspicuously"] 


[Text] Reporters Duan Cunzhang [3008 1317 4545] and Li Anda [2621 1344 6671] 
report: Since the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee, 
Siping Municipality in Jilin Province has adopted three measures to cure the 
"swelling," "flabbiness" and "footdragging" diseases of leading groups at 
various levels, raised the work efficiency of the organs, and overcome the 
situation of "enthusiasm above, worries below, and footdragging in between." 


The three measures [adopted] by Siping Municipality are as follows: 
Dissolution, merger, and reform to cure the organs’ "swelling" disease. 


In order to reduce the strata of leadership, three district-level leading 
organs have been dissolved. The municipality has established an urban area 
office and two companies (an industrial company and a service company). The 
municipal government also has directly gotten 11 street offices to readjust 
185 administrative personnel and had them transferred to strengthen the 
street industries and thereby consolidate the basic-level leadership. The 
municipal party committee and municipal government have also tried to reform 
organs of the outlying people's communes by establishing a vegetable 
production-sales joint company to combine agriculture with commerce, and by 
making the deputy chief of the municipal party committee's agricultural and 
industrial department concurrently its manager, thus changing the situation 
of the past when vegetables were handled by each locality respectively, 
without any coordination. 


Retirement of some and promotion of others in order to cure the leading 
groups’ "flabbiness" disease. 


The municipal and bureau levels have established an old cadres' investigation 
and research office and placed as researchers in this investigation and 
research office those leading cadres for whom conditions for separation are 
not present, retirement age has not yet been reached, and adherence to regular 
work represents a hardship. Their main task is to write valuable analytical 
investigative reports concerning major questions of readjustment of our 
national economy and living conditions of the masses in this municipality. 
Their work has been well praised by the vast ranks of the cadres and masses. 
The municipal party committee and municipal government have selected 1,168 
cadres and have had them transferred to strengthen leading posts at various 
levels; among them, middle-aged and young cadres make up 61.6 percent of the 
total and university and college graduates make up 52.1 percent. Cadres of 
each of the 392 enterprise units and public agencies in the municipality now 
number no more than four on the average. There now are nine members of the 
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standing committee of the municipal party committee, and they are all able to 
adhere to a regular daily office routine. 


Formulation of rules and regulations and clarification of duties and 
responsibilities to cure the "footdragging" disease in operations. 


Organs at various levels in the municipality have generally established a 
stationary responsibility system; the mayor and deputy mayor are also given 
fixed responsibilities and participate together with cadres in the same organs 
in the comparison and appraisal at fixed intervals. The former electric 
machinery plant has been converted into a fabric-weaving plant, but many 
attendant procedures dragged on for 2 months without coming to any conclusion. 
After responsible comrades of the economic commission, together with leaders 
of seven other departments, went to the plant to hold an on-the-spot meeting, 
the problem was solved in a single morning. 


Siping is an industrial city with a population of 300,000. Rectification 
organs of Siping Municipality have put forward the clear principles of serving 
production, serving the basic level, and serving the masses. The municipal 
finance bureau, tax bureau, and bank have intertwined their operations closely 
in support of industrial production in a coordinated manner. They have 
become the examples to be emulated by the whole municipality. Comrades at 

the basic level have responded by saying: "Today, the various organs have 
come to handle problems in a very gratifying way, with no more footdragging 
and no more litigation initiated or accusations made at random."' 


When one goes to Siping these days, one often hears the following three 
statements: At the time of liberation it fought well-known battles (the 
four encounters in Siping); during the "Cultural Revolution," the people 
there created a notorious chaos (they burned the train station); since the 
Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee, they have acquired 
a reputation for hard work.

Our Party Central Committee's standards of Marxism-Leninism are very high, 
far-sighted, strong and authoritative. They have the wholehearted support of 
the people of all nationalities in the country and are completely dependable. 
Therefore, we must firmly and unswervingly implement the Party Central 
Committee's lines, principles and policies correctly and without deviating, 
conscientiously and not perfunctorily. At the same time, we must also 
continuously study new circumstances, raise and resolve new problems. We 
must be humble and cautions, we must carefully observe the aspirations of the 
party and the peopleso that we can be alert to the lines, principles and 
policies. Our party in Hebei has learned lessons in this regard. For a long 
time the former chief comrade in charge of the provincial committee held a 
negative and conflicting attitude toward the spirit of the Third Plenary 
Session of the llth Party Central Committee. Later, because of his ideological 
dissension on major policy questions, many aspects of work were not ideally 
performed and insufficient effort was made to bring order out of chaos, so our 
work in Hebei during those several years was a great deal poorer than in our 
fraternal provinces. After the Sixth Plenary Session of the llth Party 
Central Committee, the Central Committee promptly convened the Hebei work 
conference to resolve the provincial committee's problems in guiding ideology 
and work with the direct help of leading comrades of the Central Committee. 
The conference was very successful because the Central Committee set forth 
correct policies and adopted correct methods. The education of this 
conference was very profound for us. We should bear the responsibility for 
the existing problems in the provincial committee's guiding ideology and work. 
The shift in emphasis of work in our province was effected because we did not 
adequately study the spirit of the Third Plenary Session of the Party Central 
Committee, our understanding was shallow, we did not sufficiently emancipate 
our minds, and we did not do a good job in bringing order out of chaos. To 
earnestly convey the need to implement the Central Committee's instructions 
on the work in Hebei, the provincial committee again convened a work 
conference, which was successful. Everyone agreed that this was a conference 
of unity and progress. Hebei suffered extremely serious damage under the Lin 
Baio and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques during the "cultural 
revolution,” and the problems piled up from history were many. Only if we 
use the lines, principles and policies formulated by the Third Plenary Session 
to bring order out of chaos and swiftly resolve existing problems wil! we 

be able to fulfill the demands of raising the spirit and struggling in unity. 
Since the two conferences, units everywhere have kept closely in touch with 
reality in the course of studying and implementing the spirit of the Sixth 
Plenary Session of the Party Central Committee, conscientiously removed the 
“leftist” evils and the influence of the serious mistakes committed by the 
former comrade in charge of the provincial committee, launched a policy of 
carrying out the redress of mishandled cases, and at the same time further 
regulated the leadership. With the implementation of this work to bring 
order out of chaos, economic and other kinds of work are showing improvement. 
It is particularly heartening that after a period of practice, the ideological 
and policy standards of the broad masses of party members and cadres have 
markedly increased, and their consciousness in implementing the lines, 
principles and policies since the Third Plenary Session of the Party Central 
Committee has been greatly heightened. This has created major advantageous 
conditions for doing the work in Hebei well. 
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Our party contingent in Hebei has fighting strength, but it is not very strong. 
The reason is that we still have the problem of an unhealthy party workstyle. 
The party in Hebei has a glorious revolutionary tradition. In every historical 
stage of the Chinese revolution it made major contribution to the revolutionary 
cause. After the founding of the state, the people of Hebei under the 
leadership of the party took the forefront in the struggle, whether it was 
the socialist revolution or socialist construction, reflecting the daring 
spirit to forge ahead by the party and people of Hebei. During the decade of 
internal turmoil the party in Hebei was seriously damaged. The Lin Biao and 
Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques adopted various underhand measures 

to destroy the party organization in Hebei and were responsible for many 
major mishandled cases, such as the so-called "revisionist clique" of Lin, 
Yan, Pei and Hu; the "antiparty clique" of Hu, Ge and Jia; the “antiparty 
clique" of Wang, Guo and Zheng; the mishandled case of the "Jidong party"; the 
falsitied case of "Kuomintang" in Qiu County; and so forth. As a result, a 
large number of veteran comrades in Hebei Province suffered prolonged and 
serious mental and physical injury. But the party contingents in Hebei did 
not surrender in the face of evil forces. In various ways they conducted 

a stubborn struggle against the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary 
cliques and their ilk. After the smashing of the "gang of four," the party's 
Strength in Hebei gained initial recovery, but we should recognize that the 
problems of impure ideology, organization and workstyle caused by the 
pernicious influence of the "gang of four" have not been entirely resolved. 
For example, some do not believe in the proletariat, the socialist cause and 
the party leadership, but in capitalists and they are envious of capitalism. 
Some are unworthy of the trust of the party and the people: they are sated 
with food and remain idle, they live in clover and do no work, and they are 
seriously divorced from the masses. Some ignore the party's principles, try 
to establish relationships and secure advantages through pull or influence, 
entertain and give gifts, practice favoritism and irregularities, seek 
personal benefit, and damage the party's prestige. Some are extremely 
irresponsible in their work, unorganized and undisciplined, creating enormous 
losses to the interests of the state and the people. Although these problems 
are reflected in a minority of people, their harm is extremely great and must 
seriously receive our attention. Every one of our true Communist Party 
members should establish and conduct himself in the society according to the 
demands of the "party constitution" and the "Guiding Principles," consciously 
persevering in an unremitting struggle against all kinds of unhealthy trends. 
Only in this way can we effectively improve and strengthen the party's 
leadership and steadily advance our great undertaking of the four moderniza- 
tions. 


Comrade Mao Zedong once said: "We are a Communist Party and we must lead 
the people to defeat the enemy. Our contingents must be in good order and 
must keep in step. Our soldiers must be excellent and our weapons must be 
good. If we do not have these conditions, we will not defeat our enemy." 


This reasoning of Comrade Mao Zedong is very important. How do we achieve 
the demands of “excellent soldiers” and "good weapons"? I believe that today 
we must first achieve two things: We must strengthen our study and we must 
take up the weapon of criticism and self-criticism. 
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When we mention strengthening our study, some comrades may consider that this 
is commonpiace. Actually, whether our study is good or poor truly concerns 
the major question of success or failure of our undertaking. Our party took 
so many detours after the founding of the state basically because we studied 
poorly, and in many circumstances we did not correctly apply Marxism-Leninism 
and Mao Zedong Thought. We should admit that with the exception of an absolute 
minority of our enemy and dissidents who are bent on undermining our cause, 
the absolute majority of comrades who have made mistakes subjectively intend 
to engage in socialism. Merely having good aspirations cannot guarantee that 
one's work will achieve the desired results. Numerous facts show that if we 
are not determined to study and to raise our theoretical standards, we cannot 
correctly understand and implement the policies formulated by the Party 
Central Committee. Particularly today, new circumstances and problems arise 
daily, and if we remained at the level of the past, it would be very difficult 
to open up a new situation. Some comrades have a misccnception. They believe 
that advocating study means studying behind closed doors. Studying behind 
closed doors to some extent is necessary. But it does not mean exclusively 
studying behind closed doors, because that is not the primary thing. The main 
thing is to closely involve oneself in reality, investigate and study, apply 
the theoretical weapon of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought in practice, 
be able to seek truth from facts in the course of combining theory and 
practice, profoundly understand and correctly implement the party lines, 
principles and policies without mechanically copying the party's instructions 
as dogma and without quoting them out of context and implementing them 
separately. As for investigation and studv, everyone knows that we have to 
study problems by becoming closely invoived with reality. Some comrades often 
consider that this is simple, thinking that only by keeping in touch with 
reality one can grasp the essence of things and correctly handle problems. 
Actually this is not so. Real life is diverse and complex, and appearance and 
essence cannot be separated. But appearance often does not directly reveal 
essence. To grasp the essence of things, we must make a great eifort in 
"seeking," that is, "discard the dross and select the essential, eliminate the 
false and retain the true, proceed from one point to another, and proceed 

from the outside to the inside." After spending a great deal of time, why 

are the conclusions of some comrades not in accord with reality? This is due 
to the lack of in-depth analysis and the failure to get past the appearance 

to the essence. As for those who continue to investigate and study without 
proceeding from reality but set the framework before they look for source 
materials and adopt an insincere attitude, not only will they learn 

nothing but they will do harm to the revolution. Therefore, to investigate 
and study well, we must listen to the opinion of the masses and know how to 
take the mass line. Only in this way can we truly learn from practice. 


Criticism and self-criticism is one of the three important styles of work our 
party has always advocated. But because the Lin Biao and Jiang Ving 
counterrevolutionary cliques treated criticism and self-criticism as a 

weapon to rectify people, even now when some people hear of criticism and 
self-criticism they naturally connect it with rectifying people. This is 
obviously a misunderstanding. Criticism and self-criticism are indispensable 
because as we undertake the transformation of the objective world, we cannot 
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avoid this or that shortcoming and misunderstanding. A person is valuable 

not because he does not make any mistake in life but because he knows how to 
correct his mistakes. It is like the old saying: “consider correcting 

one's mistakes as an ability; do not consider making no mistakes as precious.” 
But some of our comrades who clearly know they have made mistakes do not talk 
about them and will not let other people talk about them. They are afraid 
that exposing their own weaknesses and shortcomings before the masses might 
affect their reputations. In the course of studying and implementing the 
spirit of the Sixth Plenary Session of the Party Central Committee, quite a 
few comrades in charge at various levels of our organizations in Hebei 
courageously carried out self-criticism and were welcome by the masses. Not 
only did they not lose face, but their reputations increased. Other than 
individual understanding, some comrades are unwilling to take up the weapon of 
criticism and self-criticism for social reasons. In the past, some of our 
propaganda often inappropriately described some good people and people 

made major contributions as perfect; rarely did we talk about how they 
consciously overcame their own weaknesses and mistakes. When some organization 
departments investigated and employed cadres, they consciously and 
unconsciously mistook "making no mistakes" as the basis for judging and 
selecting cadres. When someone was discovered to have made mistakes in the 
past, often they would not ask if these mistakes had been corrected and would 
not select them. Consequently, some people became unwilling to launch 
criticism and self-criticism, and some people became overcautious, concerned 
not with doing well but with making no mistakes. The practice that values 
"making no mistakes" often creates negative results. We must now break away 
from this one-sided viewpoint and emphasize the “correction of one's mistakes" 
is an ability, so that people will gradually begin a new, bold practice and 
dare to correct mistakes. 


We believe that if only we are of one heart and mind, unite in common and 
earnestly carry out the Party Central Committee's lines, principles and 
policies, the task of economic readjustment and reform in our province this 
year will be sure to improve gradually, difficulties can be overcome, and the 
present good situation will undoubtedly continue to develop. There is great 
hope for doing the work in Hebei well.

Many party 
members and cadres have been able to maintain their lofty character as 
proletarian warriors, consciously resist the vulgar art of cultivating 
personal relations on the part of the bourgeoisie and the attempts at bribery 
and the erosive conduct perpetrated by unwholesome elements, insist on working 
selflessly for the public interest, strictly abiding by the party's discipline 
and remaining austere and honest, and thus stay out of any dirty deals. Their 
noble character and fine ideological style have won praise and commendation 
from the vast ranks of the masses and personalities in all circles. Such 

fine ideology and fine workstyle on their part should be energetically 
promoted and given full play. This newspaper shall from now on continue to 
proceed with our dissemination and reporting in this regard. 





But we should also point out that, at present, there also are in our 
municipality certain party members and cadres whose ideology and will have 
proven feeble and who thus cannot withstand the attack of sugar-coated 

bullets, who ignore party discipline and the laws of the state, and who thereby 
commit all kinds of vulgar deeds to the detriment of the party's workstyle. 
Some have even gone to the lengths of smuggling and seiling smuggled goods, 
becoming corrupt and accepting bribes, and speculating and doubledealing. The 
case of Wang Weijing [3769 4850 4842], former party committee secretary and 
concurrently chief of the telecommunications office of this municipality--[a 
‘ase}] which was recently published in the press--is one such example. What he 








has done and perpetrated no longer involves merely a question of causing 
detriment to the workstyle of our party but a violation of our penal code, 
thus amounting to criminal activity. Of course, people like this are in the 
extreme minority in our party, but we should observe that these people wreak 
great havoc on our party and exert a very bad influence among the masses. 

We cannot take them lightly. 


As early as last year, Comrade Ren Zhongyi [0117 6850 1138] had already put 
forward the demand for unity, firmness, honesty, and efficiency to party 
organizations at the various levels in our municipality, especially their 
leading groups, at the first session of the fourth plenum of our municipal 
party committee. Honesty means that one must stay unimplicated in any dirty 
deals; it requires that party members and cadres definitely not fatten their 
own pockets at the expense of the public, commit any corruption, or take any 
bribes. The provincial party conmittee also pointed out at the meeting 
convened last month of regional and municipal party committee secretaries of 
our province: "We must heighten ovr perception of the question concerning 
our party workstyle. We need to understand that our province is merely 
carrying out special policies in the economy and can in no way be special 

in any way insofar as our party workstyle is concermed. Opening to the 
outside world and liberalizing internally also have mainly to do with our 
economic policies. Our party workstyle can definitely not be made open and 
our party discipline can definitely not be liberalized but can only be made 
more strict. In effecting a decisive turn for the better in our party 
workstyle, our social customs, and social order and security, party workstyle 
is of primary importance and the key.” 


Comrade Chen Yun spoke very profoundly in this regard: Party workstyle is a 
big question relating to the life and death of our party. Party committees 
at all levels must make great efforts to grasp this question of party 
workstyle with determination. We must mobilize the vast ranks of our party 
members, especially party-member leading cadres, to study anew the "Resolution' 
and to study and give full scope to our party's three great workstyles. We 
must energetically commend our fine party members and fine cadres and expose 
and criticize the bad prototypes with regard to devious party workstyles. 
Beginning our grasp with the leading organs and leadiny groups, we must 
proceed seriously with our rectification effort and earnestly strengthen mass 
supervision over the leading cadres. In the case of those who violate party 
discipline and the laws of the state, party organizations and the departments 
concerned must solemnly deal with them and definitely not fall victim to 
indecision and feebleness or turn a blind eye to familiar sights, appease 
them, or placate them. We must firmly crack down on smuggling the the selling 
of smuggled goods, corruption and the acceptance of bribes, and serious 
illegal and criminal activities of the like, seize this grave question which 
causes serious detriment to the prestige of our party and relates to the life 
and death of our party, and not let it go, and thereby seek vigorously and 
speedily to solve it. The more a case touches on great personalities and 

big institutions, the more we need to seize it and not let it go, but handle 
it solemnly.

Expose Shortcomings

[Commentary by Hua Min [5478 2404]: "Expose Shortcomings and Rectify the 
Party Workstyle"] 


[Text] The news about "The Jingmen Municipal Party Committee's Courage in 
Exposing Shortcomings and Taking the Lead in Rectifying Party Workstyle" was 
published on page 1 of RENMIN RIBAO on the 9th of this month. Upon reading 
it, I was deeply inspired. I was reminded of the fact that today there are 
still certain leading cadres who are protective of their own shortcomings as 
well as other people's shortcomings and who even express themselves plausibly 
in this regard. As a result, I felt even more clearly how precious the 
Jingmen Municipal Party Committee's conduct really is. 


For a leading organ to issue a circular on mistakes made by a subordinate 
organ in order to give a warning to everybody concerned is both justifiable 
and commonly seen. But when it is a leading organ (especially a municipal 
party committee guiding a municipality) which has made mistakes,...when such 
mistakes have to do with the municipal party committee secretary himself-- 
plus the fact that, although payment for the personal entertainment involved 
"amounted at most to only 5 yuan," he still decided to solemnly make up the 
payment in the exact amount owed, go to the locale to admit his mistake, 
write a letter of self-examination, and issue a circular through an internal 
publication to disseminate this information about himself--a situation such 
is this is not necessarily common. This is precisely what is precious. 


With respect to unhealthy practices within the party, especially those in 
which certain leading cadres are implicated, the masses usually feel extremely 
disheartened and disgusted. With respect to those who plot for private gains 
by means of their power, already violating the laws of the state yet remaining 
untouched by these very laws, the masses feel especially disgusted and 
resentful. The Party Central Committee has called on us to gain a decisive 
turn for the better in our party workstyle, our social customs, and social 
order and security this year and take as one of two major matters to be dealt 
with well this year the solemn handling of major criminal cases in economic 
and other aspects, and first and foremost the serious investigation and 
disposal of cases of current economic major offenses. This indeed reflects 
the wishes of the whole party and the vast ranks of the masses. Ours is a 
party in power; even a single word and a single deed on the part of a party 
member, especially a leading cadre, is liable to exercise an influence upon 
the vast ranks of the masses which cannot be underestimated. When the party 
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workstyle is fine, it helps us to do a good job with regard to social customs; 
when the party workstyle is not good, then it is not beneficial to changing 
our social customs. 


In order to do a good job with regard to our party workstyle, we must take up 
the weapon of criticism and self-criticism. First of all, those leading 
cadres who have made mistakes must show their courage in conducting 
self-criticism. Today, some leading cadres may make mistakes or even violate 
the laws of the state but are still not dealt with in the way they deserve; 
instead, their big cases often are turned into minor cases, and minor cases 
often into nothing. An important reason for this is that the vulgar “art of 
cultivating personal relations" is playing tricks, and this "art of cultivating 
personal relations"is in turn concealed in all kinds of pretexts. For example, 
some say that "taking some gifts is a normal practice between people and 
therefore should not be regarded as taking bribes." This is a purposeful 
attempt to confuse bribes with gifts. Let us not talk about the value of 
such “gifts” at first, but let us just investigate how much generosity the 
receivers have thus granted the givers on behalf of the state after they have 
accepted them, and how loss they have thereby brought to the state; then 
whether they are gifts or bribes will become perfectly clear. Some say, "We 
have indeed banked on getting some money, but this is all for the collective!" 
This, too, is incorrect. As a principle, looking after the well-being of the 
masses is not wrong, but there must be a "way" to accumulate wealth. One 
must strictly abide by party discipline and the laws of the state as well as 
the various rule@ and regulations, and not resort to devious ways to fatten 
one's own pocket at public expense. It is never permissible for anyone to 
undermine socialism while waving the sign of working “in the interest of the 
collective." Some say, "When special policies and flexible measures are put 
into practice, it is hardly cause for blame if certain irregularities should 
occur.’ These words must be concretely analyzed. When special policies 
ind flexible measures are put into practice and people lack pertinent 
experience, and therefore mistakes occur in their work and some loss to the 
state is caused, this is conceivable and also permissible. Through the 
absorption of such experience and the attendant improvement in work, such 
loss is not hard to make up. But we must not only blame but also solemnly 
punish such things as using special policies and flexible measures as pretexts 
to engage in smuggling and the selling of smuggled goods, committing 
corruption, and accepting bribes. Were we to allow such practices to grow 
ind spread, our special policies and flexible measures would advance onto a 
devious road and fail to be carried out smoothly. Economic activities, 
especially external economic activities, may be special and may need to be 
flexible, but our political ideology, party discipline, and state laws cannot 
possibly accomodate any exceptions or flexibility. This is one principle 
which can never be forgotten at any moment. Still others say, "This cadre 
aS great seniority and has made contributions in the past; let us just have 
him examine himself a little and let the matter go. Others in the future may 
by treated differently." If a cadre has great seniority and has made 
ntributions in the past, then he should have a keener consciousness and 
understand better how to abide by party discipline and the laws of the state 
in an exemplary manner, and he should take the lead in giving scope to the 
part's fine traditions and workstyle. He definitely has no right to resort 
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to any particularization. Before party discipline and the laws of the state, 
everybody is equal. The more a leading organ or a big personality is 
involved, the more strict is such a demand. Only thus will there be any hope 
for us to do a good job in our party workstyle. It is worthy of note here 
that those who put forward paradoxical views such as the above are often 
related in this way or that to those who made the mistakes or committed the 
offenses. Some are old superiors, old comrades-in-arms, old fellow natives, 
or old subordinates, so, for fear of hurting their feelings, they conveniently 
fail to distinguish between right and wrong. Some fall in the category of you 
seeing some part in me and I seeing some part in you; as they are not clean 
themselves, they really attempt to protect themselves by protecting others. 

To sum up, the vulgar "art of cultivating personal relations" is a great 
obstacle to our doing a good job with regard to our party workstyle, and it 
must be thoroughly cleansed away. 


The Jingmen Municipal Party Committee's courage in exposing its own short- 
comings has been praised by the masses, asthey regard "this as a manifestation 
of our party's unremitting efforts to improve itself." What a fine statement! 
We should energetically bring this fine practice on the part of the Jingmen 
Municipal Party Committee into full play in order to enable our party to 
really improve itself with unremitting efforts and forever remain exuberant!
